He 
Was a man completely recovered from 
both illnesses—perhaps a little chas- 
tened by the former and somewhat 
weakened generally by the latter. The 
robust strength of Corporal Mussolini 
which enabled him to survive seven 
serious wounds during the world war 
and the privations of the first months 
following the armistice was somewhat 
impaired, but he was perfectly healthy. 
At a recent banquet in his honor 
aboard the liner Esperia, I sat quite 
close to the premier and observed him 
He consumed and enjoyed 
his food as only a healthy man could, 
and while he did not commit the sin 
of overeating, no special dishes were 
prepared for him. He avoided rich 
gaucées, but ate heartily of what was 
placed before him, and drank a glass 
of white wine. a glass of red wine and 


Throughout his travela in Tripoli, 
on which I accompanied him, Premier 
Mussolini ate with appetite whatever 
was placed before him. The kitchen 
facilities in some of the out of the 
way desert towns were far from the 

. Mussolini's enemics—and they 
are legion, especially outside of Italy 
—still whisper of bis poor health and

Washington, D. C., June 26.—The 
recent congress of the International 
Suffrage Alliance in Paris makes a 
survey of the world situation on wom- 
an suffrage of special interest. Out 
of the 60 or so civilized nations of 
the world 36 have suffrage in some 
form. In at least 15 others women 
have organizations working for ¢n- 
franehisement, while 
where a has been granted wom- 
en are working for other forms of 
equality still denied them. 

The above map shows the countries 
where women have the vote, those that 
have granted a partial suffrage to 
them and those in which nothing has 
n accomplished at present.

In the Scandinatian countries Nor- 
way granted suffrage to her women 
in 1913, Sweden in 1918, Denmark 
and Iceland in 1906. Women of these 
countries have the most progressive 
marriage laws in the world, the ob- 
ject being, as Mrs. Anna Wicksell, 
Swedish feminist leader, says, “to 
place husband and wife on absolutely 
the same footing.” . " 

In Esthonia women: won equality 
with men without a struggle and Li- 
thuania also has granted unlimited 
suffrage. Women of Poland and 
Czechoslovakia also have complete 
equality, and women from these two 
countries are included in the Woni- 
en’s Little Entente with women from 
Roumania, Jugoslavia and Greece. 
The ,entente was formed during the 
Rome international suffrage congress 
to urge the feminist movenfent ‘and 
help prevent war. 

Jn Roumania women vote under 
limitations in municipal elections only, 
but have high place in all the pro- 
fessions. In Greece women of 30 will 
be granted the right to vote at muni- 
cipal elections in 1927, but may not 
hold office. Austrian women have 
the complete franchise but in Hun- 
gary it is limited. 

Startling Change in Turkey. 

The change in the social status of 
women in Turkey has been most 
startling. While having at present 
no political rights, they have been 
liberated from the harem, are allowed 


suffrage, and shaded, less than full enfranchi->ment.

their individual rights after marriage, 


have been admitted to the universi- 
ties and are permitted to enter the 
legal and medical professions. 

In Germany and Russia women 
have absolutely the same _ political 
status as men, as is also the case in 
Holland. In little Belgium women 
so far have only succeeded in gaining 
the municipal vote and in otherwise 
progressive Switzerland they have no 
voice in governmental matters. 

France, Spain and Italy have so 
far failed to grant suffrage to their 
women, although in Spain women. who 
are heads -of families were recently 
granted the right to vote in munici- 
pal elections. It is hoped that the 
meeting of the international congress 
in Paris may have the effect of help- 
ing to bring about the enfranchisement 
of French women. The sufftage bill 
of France was killed in 1 

Little Suffrage in Orient. 

India and Burma are the only 
Asiatic countries in which women 
bave the vote. Politically the status 
of women in China and Japan is not 
encouraging at present, but Mme. 
Qchrini Kubushiro, president of the 
Women’s Suffrage Association of 
Japan, believes that growing influ- 
ence will eventually gain women the 
vote, 

South of the northern boundary of 
Mexico there are no countries where 
women vote except in Tobasco, Yuca- 
tan, Guanajuato and Vera Cruz, four 
little Mexican states where women 
have a very limited suffrage. 


Mussolini naturally is very proud of 
her, but he is able to se her only oc- 
casionally, ag she is subject to severe 
regenetiots of a fashionable religious 
school in Florence, and his duties per- 
mit few visits.

7 o'clock with a ride in the gardens 
of the Villa Borghesi, and often ends 
long after midnight. On occasions: he 
| has worked all night, taken a ride and 
cold shower at 7 o'clock, snatched an 
hour's sleep, and mn at his desk as 
usual at o'clock to work through 
another long day and evening. 


When his wicer endangered his life, 
Professor Bastianelli, who was caring 
for him, demanded that he take a six 
weeks’ holiday to permit a cure, but 
he would not do so. He was treated 
for the uleer while hé worked,, and 
kept on starvation diet. His appear- 
ance at that time, ffom loss of weight 
aud ovérwork, was terrible and gave 
rise to stories that he could not live 
longer than a few months. But he 
pulled himself together and hig first 
vacation consisted of his journey to 
Tripoli, where he was busy touring 
the country, reviewing troops, driving 
hie own car, and making speeches for 
15 hours a day. That was his idea of 
a rest. 

Massolini, like Roosevelt, has the 
capacity for making fast friends and 
bitter enemies. The reactions of those 
who come in contact with him are 
never negligible. They are always vio- 
lentiy for or against him. 

Like Roosevelt, he is an ardent ad- 
vocate of large families and a bitter 
enemy of birth control. 

“Italy.” he once said, “is a pro- 
lifiec nation and she will remain pro- 


lifie.” 
Seeks New Colonies. 

To take cate of this increase in 

wpniation, Mussolini is determined to 
ve new colonies, and if he can't get 
them peacefully he is ready to fight 
a war for them. 
It was a great surprise to the 
casual observer when Mussolini an- 
nounced the change from democratic 
government to the new fascist syndi- 
calism. But no student of the man and 
his career was astounded. 

“Mussolini is rudning true to form 
at last,” was the comment of oné ob- 
server here in Chicago, in discussing 
‘the new form of government with me. 


Mussolini studied with and was a 


close disciple of Sorel, the great 
French syndicalist. When the world 
war broke out, he was a professed 
| socialist and editor of the leading s0- 
| cialist neweneper of Italy. He saw 
how the socialists of France and 
Germany, after their years of propa- 
anda for internationalism, broke 
aith with their followers and sup- 
ported the war. He saw in_ their 
teachings only the power to weaken a 
nation when attacked and he bade 
farewell to internationalism forever. 
From the day when he was read out 
‘of the socialist party his mind was 
| busy evolving a new form of govern- 
iment which would embody the prin- 
‘ciples of Sorel. while remaining 
strongly nationalistic. His letters, 
written from the trenches, show the 
‘development of his plans. Gradual- 
ly he decided that the socialist idea of 
wipi out capital altogether was 
worthless, and with his ascent to 
power he began the evolution of his 
scheme to include a representation of 
capitalism. Fascist syndicaliam as an 
| integral part of the state was the re- 
; sult,

of Democracy. 
Mussolini has proclaimed the death 
of democracy in Italy, the doing away 


of national elections and political par- 
ties; he has decreed the advent of the 


fascist syndicalist gtate. Students of 
political economy dare looking on and 
wondering how long the new experi- 
ment will last. They know that Mus- 
solini has not gathered all his eggs 
into one basket, and that he is capa- 
ble of changing the whole structure, 
should its foundations prove to be 
weak; but they do not know whether 
his successors will have this ability to 
see defects and remedy them, once the 
leader has departed. 

They can only «sait and observe, for 
Mussolini has set his face in the di- 
rection of a new governmental form, 
and he will not turn back. He may 
cut and slash his own ideas to fit the 
needs of the nation, but as long as he 
lives there is no retreat. Syndicalism 
has come to stay in Italy during the 
life of fascism.

Mayor Walter A. Sims, speaking at 
the celebration of the 62nd anni- 
versary of the Battle of Kennesaw 
mountain, Saturday urged active sup- 
port of the proposal to create a great 
memorial highway from Kennesaw 
mountain to Stone mountain, 

Mayor Sims pointed out that a 
great concrete boulevard such as has 
been suggested between the two moun- 
tains, would pass through some of 
the\most historic battle fields of the 
war between the states and would 
form an imperishable memorial to the 
heroism of both sides in the conflict 
of the sixties. 

Leading from Kennesaw mountain, 
where unflinching. heroism of the 
north met the immovable courage of 
the south, the mayor pointed out, the 
boulevard would pass through Grant 
park in the center of the site of the 
battle of Atlanta. From.there it 
would go through the site of the 
battle of Peachtree creek, including 
the proposed new city park on the 
site of the disposal plant. - 

“The battle of Peachtree creek,” 
said Mayor Sims, “in proportion to 
the number of men engaged on both 
sides, was the most sanguinary in his- 
tory, over two-thirds of the combat- 
ants being put out of action. On the 
site of this battle it is now proposed 
to create a great public park, describ- 
ed so far as the disposal plant park, 
which, judging by the growth of At- 
lanta in recent years, will be in the 
heart of the city in the next ‘25 years. 

“From here,” the mayor continued, 
“the memorial highway would go 
through Decatur to Stone mountain. 
It would thus link the living, grow- 
ing Kennesaw mountain memorial to 
the valor of both north and south, 
with the clear granite of Stone moun- 
tain, where the valor of the Confed- 
cracy #s being carved in imperishable 
monument. 

“I can conceive of no more fitting ' 
tribute to the heroes of both blue an 
gragjthan such a memorial boulevard.

It is stated that when Genera] 
Grant, through a spy glass, saw the 
United States flag flying from Look- 
out Point, with the battle smoke dis- 
sipated, he directed toward Hooker 
some more lurid profanity than George 
Washington is said to have expended 
on General Charles Lee at the Battle 
of Monmouth, because Lee, unlike 
Liooker, retreated. 

In the battle of «» ‘xsionary Ridge 
Grant had about 65,000 men, Bragg 
about 35,000. The Confederates lost 
about 6,000 prisoners, 3,100 men killed 
and wounded and about 40 cannon. 
The Federal army's loss was 5,286 
killed and wounded and, 337 missing. 

General Grant shortly afterwards 
went to Virginia to assume command 
of the Army of the Potomac, leaving, 
(ieneral Thomas in temporary com- 
mand of the army at Chattanooga.

Then began the New Hope church 
series ot batties. There was desperate 
fighting in this vicinity fdr *several 
days in May, which ended ithe Fed- 
erals flanking the Confederates out of 
Allatoona, and securing possession of 
that “natural fortress,” as Generai 
Sherman termed it, and which also en- 
abled them to restore railroad com- 
munications with Chattanooga over 
the Western & Atlantic railroad. 

Of the operations about New Hope 
churea, Generdl Sherman (Memoirs, 
Vol, II, p. 44) says: “This point, New 
Hope . . from the bloody fighting 
there for the next week, was cailed by 
the soldiers ‘Hell-Hole.’ General John- 
ston quoted this extract to this writer 
one day, in Washington, during :bout 
the year 1886, and, wiih a tinge of 
sarcasm in his tone, added: ‘And, yet, 
Mr. Davis said | wouldn't let the army 
fight! ” 

Johnston reiired from _the New 
Hope region to a new position, his 
left wing resting 6n Lost mountain, 
his center on Pine mountain and his 
right on the ridges just northward of 
Kennesaw mountain. For about a 
month there was daily fighting in this 
vicinity. The Confederates planted 
batteries upon Kennesaw mountain. 
seven hundred feet above the sur- 
rounding hills. 

While Sherman’s superiority of 
numbers enabled him, by the exten- 
sion of his lines to foree a gradual 
and constant retrogression of Jobn- 
ston’s, yet he could do nothing which 
secured the dislodgement by force of 
the Confederates from their lofty 
perch on the twin crests of Kennesaw 
mountain, the citadel of north Georgia. 

After these preliminary contest. 
which severely tested the bravery and 
endurance of both armies, on the 27th 
of June, 1864, occurred the great and 
famous battle of Kennesaw Mountain; 
which was probably the distinctive bat- 
tle between Dalton and Atlenta, of 
the Atlanta campaign—a battle which

Italy’s Troubles 


In Abyssinia 
Blamed onF rench 


Rome, June 26.—(/)—Several Ital- 
ian newspapres today make the ac- 
eusation that the French press has 
been fomenting unfriendliness’ in 
Abyssinia towards Italy. 


The papers comment bitterly on the 
recent criticism in Paris of the Brit- 
ish and Italian negotiations concern- 
ing a definition of their spheres of 
economic interests in Abyssinia. 
“Where and how is cordial Franco- 
Italian cooperation possible?” asks 
Impero, while the Giornale D’ Italia 
expresses the hope that the French 
government will not encourage the 
“unwise, irritating attempts of news- 
papers anxious to create suspicion and 
confusign where really everything is 
clear and pacific.” 

The negotiations, says Giornale TP’ 
Italia, are within the limits of the 
agreement of 1906 and are not intend- 
el to violate the political and eco- 
nomie rights or the sovereignty and 
independence of Abyssinia. The basis 
of the conversations is described as 
n definition of Great Britain’s hy- 
draulic rights on Lake Tzana and 
Italy's right to construct a railway 
through Abyssinia linking up Eryth- 
rea and Italian Somaliland. 

Asserting that Italy has’ {nduced 
Great Britain to reduce its claims in 
Abyssinia, the newspaper. declares 
that this shows that the “Italian gov- 
ernment intends to defend the inter- 
ests of the Abyssinian population even 
against England.”

ADOPT NEW RATE 


PUBLICATION PLAN 


Under Tentative Program 
Nine Tariffs Containing 
2,500 to 3,000 Pages, 
Will Be Compiled. 


Washington, June 26.—(4)—What 
a complete devision of class rates °: 
an entire rate territory mear to rail- 
road tariff experts may be visualized 
in a plan tentatively adopted by 
southern railroads for pub n of 
intra-territ ‘al rates which was sub- 
mitted to interstate. commerce com- 
mission today’ for consideration in 
connection with a recently prescribed 
new scale for application between 
southern points. 

12,000 New Stations. 

Under the new scale the southern 
carriers found it would be necessary 
to provide new rates between 12,000 
stations with routes via 864 junctions. 

“This developed approximately 80,- 
000,000 separate and distinct first- 


class rates,” the carriers’ statement 
said, “and as this number cannnot 
readily be published in one tariff, the

000,000 ra’*-~” 

Declaring publication of point to 
point rates in a scheme of such pro- 
portion was practically impossible, the 
carriers proposed publicatic spe-

grouping with these key points the 
smaller local stations and minor 
junctions. 

The rates will be made on the pre- 
scribed mileage scale, but will be pub- 
lished point to point in alphabetical 
order, thus providing a self-index for 
the tariff, 

Nine Tariffs Conmriled. 

Under the tentative plan nine 
tariffs containing 2,500 and 3,000 
pages will be compiled to apply as 
follows:

LAURENS CROPS 


BEST IN YEARS. 

Dublin, Ga., June 26.—(Special,)— 
Crops in Laurens county and in south- 
west Georgia are considered the best 
in several years, the major crops of 
cotton, corn and feedstuffs being well 
advanced for the season, clean of grass, 
cultivated up to the minute and prom- 
ising bountiful yields. 

The county's system of rotation of 

crops and diversification, under direc- 
tion of County Agent J. F. Hart, Jr., 
is given credit for the change in Lau- 
rens county from the biggest cotton- 
producing county in the state to one 
of the most diversified. 
The boll weevil is well in hand, 
ravages being confined mainly to smal} 
areas in widely separated sections, no 
community suffering as hedvy as in 
the past from the pest. Intensive 
cultivation, poisoning and picking up 
of punctured squares being responsi: 
ble for this, according to Mr. Hart. 

The watermelon crop is unusually 
good and prospects are that 400 cars 
will be shipped from this section 
alone. Movements are expected to 
begin within the coming two weekd. 
Peaches are better than last year, po- 
tatoes are good, grain ctops ate the 

in six years and scattered tobac- 
co fields promise heavy yields. 

Sugar cane, truck, vegetables, and 
Similar smaller crops are well ad- 
vanced for the season and are ih good 
shape, it is said. 

“Cotton and corn hold the great- 
est promise in this country,” said Mr. 
Hart. 


UNUSUAL GRAIN 
YIELD REPORTED 


Commerce, Ga., June 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—J. O. M. Smith of Madison 
county, owner and operator of the 
Piedmont Pedigreed seed fatm, bas 
wheat and oat crops ever gathered in 
this section, and perhaps in the whole 


state. 

Mr. Smith threshed 6,512 bushels 
of oats on 80 acres of land. This 
is 81.4 bushels per acre. On 
acres of wheat he harvested 3,384 
bushels, giving a yield of 37.6 bush- 
els per acre. From one S0O-acre field 
he threshed 400 bushels of wheat. 

In addition to his grain crop, Mr. 
Smith eut and baled tons of hay 
from 155 acres of volunteer wheat 
and oats. From records kept on this 
crop the oats were produced at a 
cost of 25 cents per bushels and the 
wheat at 50 cents per bushel. Both 
wheat and oats are of high grade 
pedigreed seed and will be sold at 
a premium over ordinary seed. 
says that this grain aud hay crop 
will show a net profit of $10,000. 

Mr. Smith attributes the phenome- 
nal success of this grain crop to early 
sowing, good seed and proper fertili- 
nation. e says that 50 per cent of 
the yield was due to early seeding, 25 
per cent to good and 25 per 
cent to proper fertilization. The grain 
was sowed from the first of September 
to the 15th of October. Four hun- 
dred pounds of acid phosphate was 
applied at time of planting and 4 
top dressing of sulphate of ammonia 
was made in March.

Sparta, Ga. June 26.—(Special.) 
Authoritative reports from Hancock 
county reveal that cotton crops in the 
county are less infected with boll 
weevils at this period of the grow- 
ing season, than in any year since 
wéevil infestation, creating a spirit of 
optimism among farmers and mer- 
chants that is easily discernable. 

So far as The Constitution’s corre- 
spondent has been able to learn by 
inquiries made of farmers from prac- 
tically every neighborhood in the coun- 
ty, there is only one community, the 
Devereux community, in the county 
that has been threatened by the wee- 
vil this year, and there the danger is 
not thought to be serious because im- 
mediate steps were taken te protect 
against weevil invasion, 

Other crops of Hancock county 
farmers, viz: Wheat, oats, rye, vetch, 
ete., are turning out well though com- 
bined acreage of these crops is be- 
lieved to be smaller than during 1925, 
when favorable weather prevented 
larger crops, making it necessary for 
farmers to buy much stock feed for 
the making of crops this year.

Visit toOld Home 


On 48th Birthday 


Tuscumbia, Ala., June 26.—()— 
Helen Keller 1s back in Alabama, 
her native state, again after an ab- 
gence of several years. 

The oceasion of the visit this time 
is that she wanted to be here for her 
birthday on June 27. 

“My heart ia full of the loving mem- 
ories for the state where I was born 
~—where spent many years living 
and learning and coming into closer 
touch with the world for which deaf- 
ness and blindness had shot me out,’ 
ahe said, 

Contrary to the popular belief, Miss 
Keller was not born with her afflic- 
tions, but lost henring and sight at 
the age of 11 months, following a pro- 
longed illness. Then followed’ the 
hopeless months and years of groping 
in the dark, left only with the sense 
of feeling until the sunshine was 
brought back by Anne Sullivan, now 
Mrs. J. A, Macys 

Miss Keller tells her story as fol- 
lows : 

“IT knew somebody was coming to 
the house even before mother put her 
hand on my shoulder to signal that 
she was guving away. I could feel the 
maid fixing the guest room. So, they 
drove away in the buggy to the sta- 
tion. I seated myself in the door. 
I eouldn’t see them and I couldn't 
hear, but 1 knew that they couldn't 
escape me and enter the house with- 
out my knowing it. 

“She came and the first thing she 
did was to place her hands on my 
face so I would know hier. I started 
off with her suitcase, but mother stop- 
ped me, shaking her head, no, no, no 
while my han were against it.’ 

“I felt she wanted candy because 
she emacked her little lips with her 
right forefinger touched next to 
them.” said Mrs. Macy. “She follow- 
ed me to my room and kept soon sm g 
her hands over the oes I unpacked. 
So I took her by the hand. led her 
inte the hall where we found a trunk, 
rummaged about in it and, placing 
her finger tips to my lip smacked 
mine as she had on th h. She 
nodded in understanding her 
studies had begun.”

‘President Wins 
Point in Battle 
) For Farm Relief 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 

Washington, June 26.—President 
Coolidge today won a temporary vic- 
tory when the senate farm bloc yielded 
to his wishes and decided not to 
shelve all remaining relief legislation. 
However, a poll of the senate indicates 
that the substitute measure the presi- 
dent is sponsoring, the Fess-Tincher 
bill, will go the way of the Haugen 
bill which the farm bloc wanted. Farm 
leaders do not like the Fess-Tincher 


substitute nor any other. 
‘ 


So, despite the eleventh-hour move 
of the president and the jockeying of 
the last few days, it begins to look as 
if congress will go home without farm 
relief legislation, unless a decided te- 
action sets in promptly from the coun- 
try and give the senate a cue. The 
positions of the administration and the 
farm bloc appear too far apart to 
bridge. 


Farm Bloc Changes Front. 


There were several hours yesterday 
when the farm bloc, resenting defeat 
of the Haugen bill, was ready to cast 
all other agricultural measures into 
the discard and call it a session. Some 
of the leaders were still of the opin- 
ion after the president stepped in and 
suggested a substitute. But over- 
night cousideration brought a differ- 
ent opinion. The possibility that re- 
fusal to give the president’s bill a 

vote might act as a political boom- 
erang was pointed out, so farm bloe 
members decided to give it a run. 

Senator “Jim" Watson, of Indiana, 
recent recruit to farm bloc forces, 
stood up in the senate today and 
withdrew his motion whose effect 
would have been to kill farm relief 
for this session, and temporari:; the 
senate turned to other matters. The 
showdown will come next week. Presi- 
dent Coolidge may he expected to use 
his influence over the week-end. 

“I did not know at the time I 
made the motion that President Cool- 
idge had favored the Fess pian or 
any other plan,” Watson said, in 

withdrawing his motion. 

“While I do not favor the Fess plan, 
I have no desire to prevent the meas- 
ure from being voted upon by the 
senate.’ 


Embodies Tincher Bill. 

The Fess plan, embodied in the 
Tincher bill, whieh was before the 
house several weeks ago, provides a 
$100.000,000 fund which would be 
loaned to farmer cooperatives to aid 
in marketing crops. It is a long jump 
from the Haugen bill with its equali- 
zation fee that the administration dis- 
likes so heartily. 

A compromise on farm relief might 
be reached were not other things in 
the background—those other things be- 
ing the presidential ambitions of va- 
rious men, including Watson, himself, 
former Governor Lowden of Illinois, 
and Vice President Dawes, all 
staunch supporters of the principle 
of the Haugen bill. These men have 
set themselves up as leaders of the 
discentented farmers, seeing thus an 
epportunity that may flower later.

Common Sense Replaces Love 


BEST AGE IS THIRTY, SAYS NOVELIST 


As First Marriage Essential 


BY CHARLES M. McCANN. 

London, June 26.—Common sense 
has replaced love as the first essen- 
tial of marriage, and the question of 
the right age runs third, according to 
a symposium of British novelists and 
others. 

Silas K. Hocking, veteran novelist, 


started it when on his 50th wedding 
anniversary he advised: 

“Marry young and be happy. The 
right age is 22 for a woman and 26 
for a man.” 

Arnold Bennett, 
disagreed. 

“The disadvantage of early mar- 
riage is that the parties know neither 
life nor sex, nor their own minds,” 
he said. “ hey marry as babies pick 
up a razor. The best age for a dan- 
gerous experiment is that which is 
neither young nor old—say thirty.” 

“The ideal moment would be after 
sowing one’s wild oats and before 
reaping them,” said Mrs. Rosita 
Forbes, writer and explorer. ‘‘Mod- 
ern marriage is qa grown-up job, and 
I think 25 for a woman and between 
30 and 35 for a man are the most 
suitable ages. But the actual mo- 
ment is when we cannot help it.” 

“Between 19 and 26 for a girl 
and between 26 and 35 for a man,’ 
said Mrs. Joseph Conrad, widow of 
the novelist. “At these ages, if the

Paris; June 26.—(4)—The first ad- 
ministrative act of; Joseph Caillaux, 
as minister of finances in the new 
Briand ‘cabinet, was to “-replace 
Georges Robineau, governor of the 
Bank of France, by M. Moreau, di- 
rector of the Bank of Algeria,  ~ 

This act, which ordinarily would 
have been received as a sensational 
measure justifying the reputation of 
the finance minister for audacity has 
been received calmly, as it has been 
discounted for some time, 


M. Robineau, who long has been an 
opponent of inflation, has been “at 
grips with the French ministry ever 
‘since the radical socialist coalition 
—- into power in 1924. He 

has been a staunch opponent of the 
use of ‘the. gold reserve in the Bank 
of France in an effort ‘to stabilize 
the france. 

The first serious crisis in his re- 
fiations with the French ministry 
came in the spring of 1925. The Her- 
riot government, then in power; urg- 
ently requiring funds to meet de- 
-mands for the reimbursement of the 
national defense bonds, demanded ad- 
| vances from the Bank of France in 
rexcess of the limit authorized by par- 
iliament. M. Robineau, at that ‘time 


riot government rather than be re- 
sponsible for the consequences of a 
default of thé bonds. 

Recently the Bank of France was 


'urged by the Briand government to | 


use part of its gold reserve to protect 
the frane on the theory that a billion 
francs in gold would repatriate most 
of the French paper money abroad 
and prevent its being thrown on the 
market continually to the detriment of 
the exchange. M. Robineau andthe 
regents of the bank refused to ac- 
quiesce to this proposal. 

Today’s announcement that M. 
Robineau had been replaced as gov- 
ernor was preceded by a conference 
among M, Caillaux, M. Robineau and 
several regents of the bank. Accord- 
ing to some reports several of the re- 
gents: threatened to hand in their res- 
ignations if M. Robineau was sacri- 
ficed.

DROP FROM SIGHT 
INTEXAS BLAST

Losses of Heat 
Stopped at Roof 


Article 3—The First Place to 
Insulate, 


Most heat losses in the average 
home are through the roof. If your 
roof is uninsulated, if your ceilings 
are ineffectual barriers—out goes 
your heat. So the first place to in- 
stall insulation is at the roof, if the 
attic is used for living quarters, or 
over the ceilings of the rooms below, 
if the attic is unoccupied. 


Roof and attic insulation also mean 
greater comfort in summer. We all 
are familiar with the attic which is 
“hot as an oven” from June to Sep- 
tember—the hot attic that makes com- 
fort out of the question in the living 
quarters. 4 

Now, what can be done with a 
heat-leaky roof? Insulating quilting 
may be laid over the rafters under 
the roof boards. Or a_ semi-rigid 
board of vegetable fiber or a rigid 
board of compressed cork, or wood, 
or wood fiber or of gypsum may be 
nailed to the underside of the rafters. 

Statistics show that about  one- 
third of the $50.880.787 fire losses 
that occur annually in frame houses 
originate on or near the roof. So 
the roof insulator should be a fire 
stop, too.. Again, the cheapest way 
to remodel a home to* give additional 
quarters is to .make the attic livable. 
So an insulator should be used which 
will provide a ceiling. That means 
it must be such as can be decorated 


easily. 
Can all these qualities—insulation, 


— 


fire protection and “adaptability te 
decoration—be obtained in a single 
material? Yes, one of the mineral 
wallboards listed above is used by 
many home owners to solve just this 
problem. Nailed directly to the raft- 
ers as a fire stop and insulates, it 
can be painted, papered, or calcimined 


.| when the time for fitting up the attie 


comes, When the value of fire-pro- 
tection is added to the low cost of 
this remodeling plus the fuel savings, 
it will be seen that this form of in- 
sulation actually saves money. 

If you are sure you never will want 
to make — quarters of the attic, 
then you can ignore the roof and in- 
sulate the ceilings of the rooms be 
low. Rigid or semi-rigid boards may 
be nailed onto the ceiling joists. Or 
insulating quilts may be laid over 
them. Or an insulating filler may 
be poured directly on top of the lath 
and plaster between the joists. 

Whichever plan is adopted, the in- 
sulator should be fireproof as well as 
insulating and it should be light se 
as not to increase the dead load. 

If the mineral fillers are studied, 
some can be found which possess all 
these qualities. For example, there 
is dry thermofill gypsum, which is a 
flaky. asbestos-like material that 
merely is poured in place over the 
lath and plaster of the ceilings of the 
rooms below. or between rough and 
finished flooring. 

This material does not “dust.” I[I¢€ 
finds its way into every nook and 
cranny, and it can he installed by the 
home owner himself. And if the at- 
tic walls and ceilings are finished with 
mineral wallboard to make additional 
living quarters, the dry fill gypsum 
can be placed behind the boards fog 
additional insulation.

When, in 1917, the United States 
called its young men to the colors 
for its fight with the Germans, George

McKee preferred 
to remain with the army in the field, 
and saw service at St. Mihiel, the 
Vosges and at the second battle of 
the Marne, where his whole regiment 
was decorated for distinguished valor. 
In these different campaigns he was 
wounded several times and sent back 
to the hospital till ready for the 
front again.

“I do hereby pledge and declare 
my sincere belief and devout faith in 
the fundamental ideals of my coun- 
try so bravely proclaimed to the 
world by the immortal signers of the 
declaration of American’ independ- 
ence; and in their words and noble 
spirit ‘we pledge to each other our 
lives, our fortunes and our sacred 
honor’ to the support of those ideals; 
and as a token of my sincerity and 
as an evidence of my gratitude for 
the blessings which that immortal 
document has assured to all Ameri- 
cans, I do hereby make this contri- 
bution for the preservation of Monte- 
ecllo, the home of Thomas Jefferson, 
as a national memorial to the author 
of the declaration of independence 
and as a patriotic shrine for the chil-

Sought for Public Park 


Congress may or may not accept 
the generous proffer of the Colonial 
Dames of Georgia of Old Fort Fred- 
erléa on St. Simons island, Ga., that 
what remains of the fort may be pre- 
served to posterity. 

But there is as strong a call to the 

triotic and historieal societies of 

orgin to mark the grounds of what 
was once the town of Frederica and 
the walls that surrounded it in the 
early days of the colonies. 

Many. nay thousands, traverse the 
roads of St. Simons all seasons of the 
year and there is not a day and 
seareely an hour that there are not 
those who pause to gaze for a few 
minutes on what is left of Fort Fred- 
erica on the waters edge, little real- 
ixing the ground all around them is 
indeed sacred history. 

There was on Indiag field of 20 
acres where the Indian women delved 
and dug the ground with # shell-like 
instrument in the hand with which 
to till the soil for raising their corn. 
’ his General Oglethorpe decided upon 
as the location of his town where the 
soldiers could bring their families and 
be rested at times, ns they were re- 
lieved from guard dut, further down 
the coast on the islands as far as the 
mouth of the St. John's river. 

With the town of Frederica as n 
home for families and a base of 
supplies the fort on the river was 
constructed and tabby walls were 
built around it with a moat helow 


high tide and kept full by water 
gates at the river's edge. On the 
walls were turrets where watchmen 
stood guard day and night. The moat 
is dry, the walls have become mounds 
of earth where trees have grown, 
but their outlines may be seen ex- 
tending entirely around what was 
once a town of a thousand inhabi- 
tants—should one care to penetrate 
the tangles of undergrowth in some 
places beneath the trees. 

The remains of the foundations of 
a few of the houses may be seen. No 
one beholding these things, could fail 
to have the stirrings of awe and rev- 
erence for those who have passed on 
from a life of courage, obedience and 
heroic enthusiasm. 

With only a little effort and con’ 
certed action on the part of our citi- 
zens, the pane could be formed for 
a show place of Georgia, as inter- 
esting as that of any state. Each 
society should choose one of its mem- 
bers, and should all the historical so- 
cieties do this, a goodly ¢c¢empany 
could be formed forveaiging.ef.funds 
to be applied later t6— this “purpose. 
Will not the D. A. 
augurate this fine movement? 

Opportunity knocks, and shall we 
not open the door for so fine a work 
as this of obtaining and preserving 
the site of old Frederica, Georgia, as 
a national park, for the pleasure and

WHERE THE BLAME? 

The recent distressing wreck on 
the Pennsylvanig railroad, which 
touched the hearthstones of many 
homes—some of them in Georgia 
—with overwhelming sorrow, is 
said to have been caused by the en- 
gineers on the thundering Cincin- 
nati Limited not observing the flares 
and torpedoes used to warn them 
that the Washington Express was 
stalled ahead because of a byrsted 
air hose. The engineers who are 
blamed are dead. They cannot an- 
swer for themselves, and just why 
they did not observe the warnings 
will perhaps never be known. It is 
not conceivable that they either 
heard or saw—until too late surely 
—the warnings that were used. It 
has been suggested that their hear- 
ing was probably deafened by the 
noise of the powerful locomotive, 
and that smoke and steam very pos- 
sibly obscured their sight. If so, 
then this tragedy should serve to 
concentrate drastic efforts to re- 
move the causes so that there may 
never be a repetition. Sometime 
tragedy can be used to impress a 
lesson and in the end good may 
result. 


There is certainly the suspicion 
that the signal lights and torpedoes, 
under the circumstances, were not 
powerful enough. There must be 
protection for trains with their 
human cargoes that are caught un- 
der circumstances similar to those 
that existed at Blairsville. The im- 
minence of danger must be clearly 
within the vision and hearing of en- 
gineers. 

There must be something dis- 
tressingly lacking when a catas- 
trophe similar to that on the Penn- 
Sylvania system can occur.

All that sort of advertising is 
nauseating to men and women of real 
religious sentiment and reverence. It 
is a decadent sign, and the churches 
and regular ministry, while encourag- 
ing honest evangelism, should reso- 
lutely resist the invasions of the 
fanciful and financial evangelists who 
can be easily identified.

bulletin of the National Georgraphic 
society from its Washington, D. C., 
headquarters. 

“The quarter century since the first 
Philippine commission finished its 
work in 1901, has seen vast changes 
in the islands. An inventory of Phil- 
ippine trade, of education, and gen- 
eral welfare shows advances all along 
the line. 

“Scratch off coffee, insert embrod- 


eries, then the list of the islands’ five 
chief products for export remains the 
same. But the order of their im- 
portance and most of all the rolled- 
up total of their importance to the 
Philippines has changed. For years 
Manila hemp was the leader. The 
most valuable export today is sugar 
and the next most valuable is the coco- 
nut. Then follows hemp. Tobacco 
is in fourth place just as it was dur- 
ing the latter years of Spanish control. 
Philippine yet ong is the new 
entry. Coffee in the llippines suc- 
cumbed to a tropical disease.

respects senators, there never were 
any nominations by party conventions, 
I think this statement is -correct.) 
nder the old system, before the con- 
stitutional amendment of 1913 went 
into effect, senators were elected by 
state legislatures. There was no occa- 
sion for a party convention to act on 
them except, perhaps, to give them an 
indorsement. What happened was that 
the republican members of each legis- 
lature held a caucus and agreed to 
support a republican for senator. The 
democratic members did the same. 


With respect to United States sena- 
tors, the state legislature was the 


equivalent of the party convention. 
What happened in state legislatures 
about United States senators happened 
in party conventions about nomina- 
tions for all offices. A superficial dis- 
tinction lies in the fact that the ac- 
tions of state legislatures were brought 
to light occasionally because the legis- 
latures were official bodies and the 
members formally elected. Party con- 
ventions, being unofficial, were not so 
suseeptible to the light of formal in- 
vestigation, The elections of United 
States senators by state legislatures 
give a key to what went on about 
nominations of all sorts of offices by 
party conventions. 


The direct primary may have its 
faults. It may be—indeed, it is—less 


applicable in the large states of the 
east with dense city populations than 
in the comparatively small and pre- 
vailingly rural populations of the 
western states in which the system 
was devised and first had its growth. 
It may be that modifications of the 
direct primary are desirable. Several 
eastern states, especially New York 
and New Jersey, seem to grope to- 
ward an adaptation of the direct pri- 
mary, an adaptation which uses it not 
as the sole means of making nomina- 
tions buc as an alternative mechanism 
not to be used every year but always 
available to be u in case public 
opinion should be outraged by im- 
proper nominations made by the party 
conventions. In short, this suggested 
modification of the direct primary 
looks upon it as at once a check 
upon party conventions and party 
leaders and a standing threat to them, 
causing them to make nominations 
such as will not provide an incentive 
for the mechanism of the direct pri- 
mary to be put in motion.

The rallroad business, so far as it is 
a business, is very much like any 
other industrial or commercial under- 
taking in that the railroad cannot suc- 
ceed, maintain its facilities, furnish 
adequate service and keep abreast with 
the increasin traffic requirements 
unless it ine be operated at a profit, 
maintain its credit and be able to ob- 
tain the new capital necessary for its 
expansion. 
yate business, the railroad is a common 
carrier and has been held to be a 
semi-public servant and therefore sub- 
ject to reguiation in the public in- 
terest. The regulation which the peo- 
ple have imposed upon the railroads 
goes so far os to determine what 
charges the railroads may collect for 
the services which they perform, the 
kind of service in a general way which 
shall be performed, and in large de- 
gree the wages which they shall pay 
to their employees. It has been held 
by the courts that these several phases 
ot railroad operation, among others, 
ate properly subject to control and 
regulation in the public interest. — 
hile the regulating bodies which 
have been created for the purpose of 
exercising these broad powers have 
not hesitated in the past to take what- 
ever action they deemed necessary in 
the public interest, it is nevertheless 
a fact that railway managers have 
many times felt that such action taken 
presumably in the public interest but 
without a full appreciation of what 
the effect might be, has not only in 
many instances been unjust to the 
railroads and to their owners, but 
has also proven to be inimical to the 
public interest as well. What I mean 
specifically is this—-the railroads, re- 
ardiess of the showing which they 
Save made in support of their re- 
quests for additional revenues in or- 
der that they might be able to furnish 
the facilities necessary to handle 
promptly and efficiently the business 
offered to them, have frequently been 
denied the increased rates requested, 
and the result in many cases has been 
that in times of industrial activity 
those who wished to ship by railroad 
found themselves unable to obtain 
prompt and efficient transportation 
service, and on that account buyers 
were obliged to carry a much larger 
stock, tying up substantially larger 
sums in inventory than would other- 
wise have been necessary, and sellers 
have found themselves unable to take 
advantace of the most attractive mar- 
ket conditions. Secretary Hoover has 
estimated that the less to the public 
resulting from inadequate transporta- 
tion facilities might well exceed one 
dollara a year.

their eredit. 1 feel confident, how- 
ever, that under the terms of the act, 
if fairly interpreted and applied, the 
railroads, particularly in the eastern 
region, will be able to establish and 
maintain a satisfactory credit provided 
the existing basis of federal regulation 
remains unchanged. 

The people in the United States 
make greater use of their railroads 
than any other people in the world. 
The American railroads as a whole 
perform an annual service equivalent 
to the moving of 4,000 tons of freight 
one mile for each man, woman and 
child in the United States. This is 
from two to four times as much carry- 
ing service as required or used by the 
people of any other nation except 
Canada, where condtions are much 
like ours. The rates charged by the 
railroads in the United States before 
the war were admittedly the lowest 
in the world, and relatively, though 
not actually, they are lower today 
than before the war. 


I have referred to a period in the 
past when many railroad managers 
fe't that they did not always receive 
fair treatment from the regulating 
bodies, and I have also sgid that I 
believe that at the present time the 
railroads are justified in feeling con- 
fidence in the future previded the 
present transportation act is undis- 
turbed. You might perhaps coaclude 
from what I have said that the im- 
proved condition referred to was due 
wholly to the passage of the transpor- 
tation act, and while I do believe that 
the improvement is in large measure 
due to that fact, the real cause of the 
change reaches back and beyond the 
act; in fact is responsible for the act 
itself. What is meant is this—when 
the railroads in this country were in 
their formative period, when the coun- 
try itself was new anid railroad mana- 
gers were being urged to extend their 
lines into undeveloped and unsettled 
territory, as was tha case in your 
own state of Illinois, large risks were 
involved in the undertaking. A defi- 
nite understanding had not then been 
arrived at concerning the economie 
position of the railroads; for instance, 
the fact that in time they would be 
so fully regulated aw has since come 
about was not then foreseen. Further- 
‘more, in a time of great adventure and 
rapid development when this nation 
was being settled and built up, the 
men who becanie leaders in railroad 
development were strong men like the 
leaders in all other activities, and the

ing the last sixteen years the Balti- 
more ‘and Ohio company itself has 
spent over $350,000,000 for just such 
purposes, and so far as can now be 
seen it will be necessary to continue 
to spend proportionately ench a year 
a similar amount for some time to 
come, provided we keep in position to 
‘give the public a character of service 
abreast with the possibilities and re- 
quirements of the time. 

Private Ownership Adopted. 

The policy of private ownership and 
operati®a of the railroads was adopted 
or at least permitted to develop in this 
country when railroads were first es- 
tablished, and the passage of the 
transportation act of 1920 may be 
construed as a most definite indorse- 
ment or reaffirmation of that policy 
hy the people as expressed through 
their representatives in congress.

for the next thirty years there was a 
gradual readjustment of relationship 
in line with the slowly developing 
policy of governmental regulation, and 
when I say “slowly developing pol- 
icy” I have in mind the time that was 
necessary for the passage of the recu- 
latory acts in the first place, for the 
courts to pass upon and construe them 
in the second place, and then the re- 
visions , re-enactments and amend- 
ments that followed until finally we 
have emerging from the situation the 
transportation act of 1920. It would 
have been impossible to pass the 
transportation act of 1920 ten or fif- 
teen years earlier. The reason that 
such an act could be passed in 1920 
was because the lawmakers, the ship- 
pers and the railway managers all had 
behind them at that time the cumula- 
tive experience of many years of try- 
ing to solve the problem in a way 
that would be mutually helpful and 
satisfactory. They had gained by ex- 
perience a better understanding of the 
problem: and because of such under- 
standing there had developed a wil- 
lingness to deal fairly with the matters 
at issue. This better understanding 
lead to a readjusted point of view 
which in itself, I believe, is re- 
sponsible for the act under which we 
are operating at the present time. 
Perhaps no one considers the present 
transportation act perfect in all re- 
spects, but, in my opinion, it is the 
most constructive piece of regulatory 
legislation that has so far been passed 
—<certainly in this country and so far 
as I know in any country—in the 
world. While the act itself is im- 
portant. the point of view or the state 
of mind which is responsible for the 


act is even more important, and there 


should be a constant and sincere ef- 
fort on the part of railway managers, 
railway users. and in fact upen the 
part of all who are really interested 
in the welfare of our country, to See

Vetch Field Nets 
Worth Farmer Big 


Income Per Acre 


Sylvester, Ga., June 26.—(Special.) 
That Worth county can _ produce 
profitable feed crops is clearly shown 
by a report from County Agent H. J 
Prance, of a demonstration in oats 
and vetch grown for hay by E. E. 
Hicks on his farm near Sylvester. 

Mr. Hicks planted 3 1-4 acres to 
oats and vetch last fall at a cost of 
approximately $6 per acre for seeding. 
Application of 500 pounds of fertilizer 
at planting time plus 100 pounds of 
soda applied as a top dressing made 
his total expenses run around $20 

r acre, including the cost of labor. 
Mr. Hicks has just harvested this field 
of onts and vetch and made a gross 
yield of 7,331 pounds of cured, hay 
per acre or a little more than 3 1-2 
tons. 

Valuing this hay at $30 per ton, 
which is $5 below the price of timothy 
but ranks with alfalfa in feeding value, 
this would give him a gross income 
of $109.96 per acre. Deducting the 
$20 cost of production, leaves a net 
profit of $89.96. By following this 
crop with soy beans or peas Mr. 
Hicks will probably harvest from 1 1-2 
to 2 tons more hay this fall. 

This is one of a series of demon- 
strations being conducted in Worth 
county by the county agent to show 
that large yields of hay can be grown 
profitably and that Worth county 
farmers should be producing their 
feedstuff in this way during the winter 
ane when the land is ‘otherwise 
idle. 

This qbay crop produced by Mr. 
Flicks has not seriously hindered the 
planting of corn or other feed crops 
on this land as is usually grown dur- 
ing the summer, it is stated. If the 
summer erop fails he has already re- 
ceived a profit from his winter cover 
crop, and, at the same time, left a 
valuable supply of available nitrogen 
in the soil stored there by this winter 
legume, the county-agent points out.

Now the girl asks 
for aspirin nearly every day at home, 


saying she has a headache or does not 
feel well, and that. the house mother 
always gave it to the girls in the 
sehool whenever they complained. 
This girl's mother has written to the 
school requesting that no more aspirin 
be given to her daughter—but prob- 
ably the school people will dismiss the 
mother’s request as_ insignificant. 
That’s the way most private schools 
are conducted. The doctor has told 
this mother that her daughter's heart 
ig “weakened. The. boarding school 
people have pronounced the mother’s 
interdictment of aspirin “perfectly ab- 
surd.” If the girl's tuition is prepaid, 
as most of these schools are particular 
to require, and there is a waiting list 
of applicants, as nearly every school 
or college has nowadays, the girl will 
probably be required to take the dope 
whenever the house mother cares to 
prescribe it, The school people should 
worry! 

Aspirin was formerly paignted. The 
patent expired a few years ago, and 
now anybody may manufacture and 
sell aspirin. Aspirin is a coaltar de- 
rivative; it is acetyl-salicylic acid. As 
a pain-killer or deadener of the sense 
of fatigue, anxiety, or other feelings— 
perhaps nature’s signals—aspirin is 
one of the least injurious drugs we 
have. But it is injurious, and some- 
times it produces serious effects. 

Once I saw a policeman, menaced 
by a mob of ugly men, subdue one ob- 
streperous fellow with a tap of his 
night stick. I testified later that the 
policenian had employed just the 
proper amount of foree to subdue his 
prisotier. 

I testify now that it is perfectly 
safe and proper for the average adult 
to take a dose of aspirin in an emer- 
gency when headache or some similar 
oy is to be relieveds But when the 

eadache is a frequent occurrence, or 
when the desire for the benumbing or 
deadening effect of the drug arises 
every day or two, then the resort to 
the drug goes beyond the borderline 
of safety and discretion, I believe. As 
this mother describes the situation, it 
would seem that her daughter is being 
trained :o the drug habit. No school 
should be permitted to cultivate a 
craving for sense-deadening drugs of 
any kind. 

If the girl has headaches or other 
distressing sensations, her health 
should be looked after, and the hy- 
giene of her life in school and at home 
should be investigated by her family 
physician or at least by some physi- 
cian. The house mother in the board- 
ing school far exceeds her proper 
authority when she feeds the pupils 
drugs of any kind, 

In their rejoinder that this mother’s 
protest about the dope feeding was 
‘“‘nerfectly absurd” these boarding 
school proprietors simply display the 
arrogance or insodlence whieh finan- 
cial success in the conduct of such in- 
stitutions tod commonly produces. 
The same thing occurs in many other 
private institutions which purport to 
serve their clients. The demand has 
outgrown the supply, and this is un- 
fortunate, for the enormous scramble 
for tuition in boarding schools and 
colleges and the long waiting lists 
are not likely to improve the spirit 
in these institutions,

School Program 


The Winder Woman's club durin 
the past year hag accomplished real 
constructive work through the depart- 
ment of applied education. 


_ Mrs. H. A. Carithers, the very ef- 
ficient chairman of this department, 
together with her splendid divisional 
chairmen, Mrs. W. M. Holsenbeck, 
chairman of rural education; Mrs. 
Henry Bledger, chairman of forestry 
and national resources; Mrs. T. B. 
Strange, chairman of library; Mrs. 
C. T. McConnell, chairman home eco- 
nomics; Mrs. Byrd Harris, chairman 
of Tallulah Fails school, have made 
the work of this department a power 
that has been far-reaching in its in- 
fluence upon the educational and com- 
munity life, bringing the interests of 
town and rural] sections closer to- 
gether, with a better understanding of 
our relationship one to the other. 


Outstanding Feature. 

The outstanding feature of this 
work was put on through the rural 
education _ division. “Pollyannas” 
were appointed for every county 
school, from among the memberghip 
of the Woman’s club, who were to 
get in touch with county teachers and 
help in every way possible to in- 
crease ef .ciency in school work. Our 
county school commissioner cooperated 
with the club in this work. Several 
hundred magazines, colored paper and 
other materials to be used in mak- 
ing posters and booklets, were given. 
The department chairman visited most 
of the schools, making talks on sub- 
jects of interest to them. Armistice 
and Arbor day programs with articles 
and poems to be used were given. 
Tree planting was observed in several 
schools. Assistance was given in pre- 

aring programs for all holidays and 
irthdays of southern and national 
heroes. One or more books were 
given by most Pollyannas to their 
schools during “Children’s Book Week.” 
Educational week programs were sent 
all schools and most of them visited 
during that week, with talks on the 
different subjects as outlined. Christ- 
mas treats and Easter egg hunts were 
given most schools. Tubes of tooth 
paste and tooth brushes, window 
panes, window shades, erasers, cray- 
ons, blackboard borders, floor oil were 
given. A special effort was made to 
place every child of school age in 
school. Books and clothing were fur- 
nished 10 children and a number of 
garments were given others. Lunch- 
en was served either by Pollyannas or 
divisional chairman and husband at 
the teachers’ institute each month.

It was hard for some of 
the lecturers in the early institutes to 
get away from the convention address 
plan, but with each year the sessions 
became more and more a school and 
there was less of the convention type 
of work. Even a casual study of this 
year’s program as outlined by Mrs. 
Selover and Mrs. Fleming, chairmen of 
the club institute, will show that the’ 
school idea dominates each feature 
of the program. 

The club people will be going to 
school for a week to the national and 
state leaders. The elassroom idea 
more than the lecture idea. will domi- 
nate the morning programs. For in- 
stance, the program on organization

will be an hour’s lesson—a socialized 
recitation, if you please to use the 
school phrase, in the organization 
of the different federation units, the 
purpose and scope of each, and the 
methods of organization. 
Expected to Take Notes. 

There will be remarks by the lead- 
er and questions by the leader to the 
class and by the class to the leader. 
Each member is expected to take notes 
so that she can conduct a similar ex- 
ercise with her local clubs or district 
clubs when she returns home from the 
institute. This will be followed by 
an hour’s drill in correct procedure in 
organization. 
_ Mrs. Selover will not lead the class 
in parliamentary law, but a class will 
be conducted in which the members of 
the class must take part in the par- 
liamentary drill. My observation has 
been that those who attend really re- 
ceive more benefit from these socialized 
recitations than from the more formal 
lectures where the class takes no ac- 
|tive part, 
Think what a delightful and in- 
‘structive class exercises can be made 
by Mrs. Ottley, Mrs. Hendren and 
Miss Jeanette Kankin during the hour 
on legislation, when they bring up 
for discussion such topics as “Shail 


Candidates for Office Be Invited to 
Speak From Club Platforms?” “We 
Should Indorse Measures, Not Men.” 
“Do We Not Sponsor and Undertake 
Too Much Legislation?’ “The Dif- 
oe Between Politics and Partisan- 
ship.” 

Last year Miss Rosa Woodberry 
and the writer gave twenty-minute 
drills daily in parliamentary prac- 
tice. This year Mrs. Selover says 
that she wants to give an hour each 
day to these drills to the class. Her 
first hour’s drill will be on correct 
procedure and organization. 


Institute Differs. 

Without going into more details, 
clubwomen can, I think, see the dif- 
ference in the institute from the con- 
vention idea. One in attendance will 
have little opportunity to set back and 
be a passive recipient. We will all be 
going to school to these leaders for a 
week. This institute will be helpful 
to not only the clubwomen of the 
state, but to the P.-T. A. leaders and 
those engaged in any form of club 
work, 

There will be a number of very 
interesting social features. The 
Athens Woman’s club: will give a 
luneheon on ‘Tuesday. On Wednes- 
day the club institute will be the 
guest of the university summer school 
at -luncheon in Memorial hall. On 
Thursday they will be the guest of 
the Agricultural college at luncheon 
at Camp Wilkins and on Friday they 
will be the guest of the Y. W. C, A. 
girls’ camp. On Tuesday evening 
they will enjoy with the more than 
1,500 regular summer school stu- 
dents an evening of music given by 
Paul Fleming, of Pennsylvania, and 
on Wednesday evening a concert by 
Mr. and Mrs. Hugh Hodgson, of At- 
lanta. On Thursday the club will 
have an opportunity to present to the 
summer school students. the work of 
the club institute. 

I believe that these institutes have 
brought the women a clearer apprecia- 
tion of their work and its relation to 
the many activities of the state. I 
feel quite sure that these annual meet- 
ings have developed a more sympa- 
thetic relation between the teachers 
and the federated clubs. 

The summer school extends a hearty 
welcome to all clubwomen to enjoy 
next week’s institute with us in Athens 
and we believe it will be a week long 
to = remembered by those who at- 
tend..

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Whittemore Faces Justice—No, 


Candy Kid May Reach 


End of Criminal Career 


HE curtain of oblivion -is 
dropping: slowly, inevitably, 


on the murder - spangled 
career of Richard Reese 
Whittemore. — 


For now the former altar 
boy, who as a. youth in flowing .cas- 
sock, murmured his Ave Marias be- 
neath the pulpit of a Baltimore 
church, is on trial only a few blocks 
from that church for murder in the 
first degree. 

Whittemore, 28 and dandy, read- 
ily admitted the killing of Robert H. 
Holtman, a 60-year-old guard in 
Maryland state penitentiary, the crime 
for which he is. being tried. 


‘It was his life or mine,”’ he says 


with no show. of concern or remorse. 


“| was in for a long bit—sixteen 
years. This 
slugged me when he was taking me 
to the prison hospital. 1 picked up a 
pipe and defended myself. That’s all. 
They can’t hang a man for answer- 
ing the instinct of self-preservation.”’

All very glib, very plausible- But 

State’s Attorney Herbert O’Conor, 


who is trying to wind the noose. 


around the neck of the Candy Kid, 
as Whittemore is known in the under- 
world, will tell a different story to 
judge and jury. 

O’Conor accuses the Candy Kid 
of slugging Holtman, a man who had 
been his friend while he was serving 
a previous term. The state’s attor- 
ney: charges Whittemore with mash- 
ing in the skull of the aged keeper 
while his victim lay prostrate in the 
prison yard. 

And O’Conor claims that on the 
fatal day, February 20,.1925, Whit- 
temore, the assassin, robbed the dead 
body of Holtman of money, keys and 
a revolver and fled from the prison, 
ready to kill again to preserve his 
new-found liberty. 

The Candy Kid was taken by De- 
tectives John Cronin and Walter Sul- 
livan of New York police headquar- 
ters in the misty dawn of last March 
19, after a bullet-spattered automo- 
bile chase. 

His gang—the Kraemer brothers 
Jake and Leon; Milton (Shuffles) 
Goldberg, Anthony Paladino, Balti- 
more Willie Unkelback and his wife, 
Margaret, whom-police of a dozen 
cities call the Tiger Girl—were 
rounded up within the next few days.

When the police rounded up the 
robber band of Richard Reese Whitte- 
more, they uncovered one of the 
smoothest-working and most success- 
ful criminal organization in history. 
Every member of the band was a 
specialist. No job was. attempted 
until every preparatory detail was at- 
tended to. T.he police admit the gang 
planned its robberies so well as to 
make them practically arrest-proof. 

And yet, for all their*cleverness, 
the trail of these criminals has ended 
in prison, and Whittemore, the Candy 
Kid, is fighting for his life. 


remained obdurate and silent before 
the barrage of-questions hurled at 
them by the detectives of Chief In- 
spector Coughlin’s squad. 

Then Tony Paladino broke, and 


the tale he unfolded—a tale replete’ 


with blood and murder and. daylight 
raids—laid bare a system of organ- 
ized robbery on a large scale, so cun- 
ningly conceived and so cleverly car- 
ried out that District Attorney Joab 
H. Banton refused to make the con- 
fession public. 


“The Paladino confession is the 
most remarkable criminal document 


that has ever come,to my attention,” 


Banton said. ‘‘The. system that Whit- 
temore and the Kraemers worked out 
to aid them in preying on society is 


-Closer to being arrest-proof than any 


I have ever heard of. I! cannot take 
the public into my confidence.” 


But a deleted copy of the confes- 
sion was smuggled out of the criminal 
courts building, and interviews the 
writer has had with various members 
of the gang, principally Whittemore, 
fill in the gaps. 

Ten robberies committed in 
Greater New York within the last 
year netted the Candy: Kid and his 
cohorts close to $1,000,000. Not 
one cent of this booty has been re- 
turned. . 

And the confessions of both Pal- 
adino and Unkelback, who squealed 
on the gang leader to lighten his own 
sentence, linked Whittemore with 
three murders. These three, coupled 
with the killing of Holtman and the 
murder of two Bank of Buffalo 
guards—a crime for which an up

Buffalo, manacled to detective, 


state jury failed to convict him sev- 
eral weeks ago after deliberating 29 
hours—brought the score of murder 
accusations against the Candy Kid to 
Six in a single year. 

Chicago Tommy Langrella, Whit- 
temore’s pal, was shot to death last 
September in Newark, N. J. He had 
quarreled with the Candy Kid. 

The rye! of Simon Gilden was 
found riddled with slugs, slumped 


against the wall of Trinity church on 


the morning of last December 22. 
He had incurred the enmity of Whit- 
temore. 

Early in the month Joseph Ross, 
a bootlegger and former friend of 
Whittemore, was found slain in Eliz- 
abeth, N. J. 


Robbery List. 

Then there were Holtman and the 
bank guards—Louis Yarrington and 
Charles W. Clifford—all dead—all 
murdered. 

Of the murders of the three for- 
mer Whittemore gang members, Bal- 
timore Willie Unkelback said in po- 
lice headquarters: “Whittemore mur- 
dered them in his usual ruthless man- 
ner,”’

OBERT LUCIEN GOURDIN, 

ruthless love pirate, has at last 

been arrested by the Paris po- 

lice for abducting wealthy 
| young girls and married wom- 
en who believed he was one of the 
great aviator heroes of the war. Rob- 
ert is Puss te and a plumber by 
trade. 

When the police inspectors arrested 
him: he wore:a brand new aviator's uni- 
form. .Upon his breast were. the. red 
rosette of the Legion of Honor with 
several foreign decorations and the 
French Croix de Guerre with twenty 
palms.
